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U.S.  EXPORTS  OF  BEEF  BREEDING  CATTLE. 


CALENDAR  YEAR  I968 


U.S.  exports  of  beef  breeding  cattle  in  I968  reached  an  alltime  high  of 
20,265  head,  an  Increase  of  1?  percent  over  the  I967  total  of  17,320  head. 

The  increase  was  primarily  due  to  increased  exports  to  Chile  and  Canada. 
Mexico  continues  to  be  the  leading  export  outlet  for  beef  breeding  cattle, 
taking  6,U63  head  in  I968  compeired  with  6,06l  head  in  I967.  Venezuela 
ranked  second  in  importance  in  I968  as  an  export  market,  taking  3,7^8  head. 
Canada  ranked  third  with  3,694  head  and  Chile  fifth  with  3,172  head.  The 
most  significant  development  in  the  export  pattern  of  U.S.  beef  cattle  was 
the  large  shipment  of  Polled  Here fords  to  Chile.     U.S.  beef  breeding  cattle 
were  exported  to  3I  countries  during  the  I968  calendar  year.    The  Hereford 
breed  led  all  others  numerically  in  I968  with  7,339  head,  an  increase  of 
kk  percent  compared  with  the  total  of  5,079  head  in  I967.    The  substantial 
increase  is  attributed  to  3,172  head  exported  to  Chile. 

The  Brahman  breed  ranked  second  in  importance  in  exports  with  2,930  head, 
which  was  Ik  percent  above  the  2,576  head  exported  in  1967-    The  increase 
in  exports  of  Brahman  breeding  cattle  is  mostly  attributed  to  increased  ex- 
ports to  Costa  Rica  and  Mexico. 

Angus  breeding  cattle  ranked  third  as  an  export  breed  in  I968  with  2,824  head 
compared  with  1,691  head  in  I967.  The  increase  is  primarily  due  to  increased 
shipments  to  Canada  and  Venezuela. 

Charolals  moved  into  foxirth  position  with  1,9^0  head,  compared  with  1,2^0 
head  in  I967.  Santa  Gertrudis  dropped  to  fifth  place,  1,^71  head  in  I968 
compared  with  1,920  head  in  I967. 


Crossbred  beef  breeding  cattle  exports  retained  an  important  position  in  the 
U.S.  beef  cattle  export  market  in  I968  with  2,571  head,  compared  with 


3  075  The  animals  were  mainly  Brahman  crosses  with  other  breeds 

and  were  identified  as  crossbred  breeding  cattle  by  the  U.S.D.A.  veterin- 
arian certificates  since  they  could  not  be  cleLSSified  as  a  -pure  breed. 
Venezuela  remains  the  principal  market  for  crossbred  cattle,  taking  2,375 
head  in  I968,  compared  with  2,227  head  in  1967- 

The  State  of  Texas  again  was  the  leading  State  in  beef  breeding  cattle  ex- 
ports with  7,639  head.    Florida  ranked  second  with  ^,351  head;  Montana  third 
with  918  head;  South  Dakota  foxirth  with  86$  head;  and  Arizona  dropped  to 
fifth  place  with  only  687  head.    A  total  of       States  contributed  to  the 
export  of  cattle  in  I968,  compared  with  k2  States  in  I967  axid  only  39  States 
in  1966.
